Jife, such as democratic spirit of pupil 
m e t i c a l manual training at home, 
nearness to nature, self reliance of 
N p H s , good school 
and 
community 
m orals, few distractions and sensible 
habits of living. 
Young men and women trained in 
the country life and 
the 
country 
school often move to the town or city 
and they surpass their 
city 
trained 
cousins. A good country school is bet­ 
te r than the town 
school, 
for 
the 
Country child, 
but 
a 
poor 
country 
school is an awful wrong against the 
Welfare of the young people. The poor 
country school is not a necessary evil. 
M any country schools are today pro­ 
ducing excellent results, and where 
schools are not good, it is because the 
parents and officials have not 
done 
their part in raising sufficient money 
an dthen expending it wisely for the 
best equipm ent and the hest teachers. 
The 
country 
school 
should 
and 
* could he made good enough to stop 
'further movement to the city by those 
-parents that desire the hest educa­ 
tional advantages for their children, 
Citied do put more money per capita 
into their schools than the 
country 
does. And if city schools are better 
-than country schools, it is only be­ 
cause of the fact that cities pay more 
per pupil for schools. 
The 
country 
parent could pay just as much for the 
education ot a child as the city par- 
-ent does, and he should do so. The 
country parent cannot possibly make 
any better investment than 
to 
im­ 
prove the school where his child is 
educated. Rural tax-pavers complain j 
of high taxes, 
hut 
this 
com plaint, 
should not be aimed at rural school 
taxes, because the school tax is only 
a portion of the total tax, and the I 
school tax is not high in comparison ! 
with the benefits, 
and 
furtherm ore I 


school taxes in Oklahoma are not high 
but low in 
comparison 
with 
school 
taxes in many 
other 
states. 
Much 
higher school taxes carefully expend­ 
ed would eventually m ake the coun­ 
try people not poorer but richer. To 
find fault is easy; to improve is more 
difficult and more commendable. It is 
easy to improve the country school if 
the taxpayers of the country wish to 
do so. 
The teacher of the country school 
should 
be 
especially 
prepared 
for 
country school work. To he trained 
for teaching in a city school is not 
difficult 
The rural teacher should love the 
country life, know its problems and 
their solution. The country 
teacher 
should not be one whom the city does 
not want, but rather one whom the 
city cannot get. 
Courses of study and text books for 
the country school should he some­ 
what different from those made for 
the city. They should offer elemen­ 
tary agriculture, 
domestic 
science, 
manual training, rural hygiene, 
and 
the adaptation of all studies to the 
needs of a useful country life, and to 
country citizenship. 
Country school rooms and grounds 
should be as clean, sanitary and a t­ 
tractive as the best homes.
